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Barry Tells GOP 
Not To Go Off 
'Half-Cocked' 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Arizo-, 
na Sen. Barry Coldwater, re­ 
turning to the capital for the 
first time since his presidential 
bid was shattered, has urged 
retention of Dean Burch as 
Republican national chairman, 
despite cries from GOP moder­ 
ates for Burch’s scalp. 
“My recommendation would 
be to keep him because for the 
first time in memory we fin­ 
ished 
the 
campaign 
in 
the 
black,” Coldwater told an air­ 
port news conference Friday on 
his arrival from Phoenix. 
The COP presidential nomi­ 
nee, who carried only six states 
in 
Tuesday’s 
election, 
added 
that Burch, whom he had se­ 
lected for the job as chairman, 
had done a “very, very com­ 
mendable 
job.” 
Coldwater 
urged a thorough analysis of the 
election returns and said the 
GOP would be wrong “going off 
half-cocked 
before 
that 
is 
done.” 


Dillon Asked 
To Stay on Job 


Republican Money 
Chief Liked by LBJ 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson has asked Douglas 
Dillon to remain indefinitely as 
secretary of the treasury, in­ 
formed sources said today. 
Dillon, 55, is restless for a 
change after four years in the 
post but has made no decision, 
the sources said. 
The Republican has held a 
variety of jobs in international 
affairs and finance since he 
entered government under then 
President 
Dwight 
D. 
Eisen­ 
hower in 1953. 
After 
the 
assassination 
of 
President 
John 
F. 
Kennedy, 
Dillon told Johnson he would 
stay until the new administra­ 
tion was well established. Dur 
ing 
the 
presidential 
election 
campaign, he said he still con­ 
sidered himself a liberal Repub­ 
lican. He openly attacked poli­ 
cies recommended by Sen. Bar­ 
ry Coldwater, the Republican 
nominee. 
The secretary feels that good 
progress has been made in bol­ 
stering the domestic economy 
and stemming the flow of dol­ 
lars abroad. 
A few years ago, Dillon, a 
multimillionaire, was quoted as 
saying no job in private life 
offers the satisfactions to be 
found in government service. 
He enjoyed the State Depart­ 
ment 
troubleshooting 
assign­ 
ments he was given during the 
Eisenhower administration. 
If Dillon is seeking a chal­ 
lenge, he may find a great one 
in his present job. The treasury 
is scheduled to draw up propos­ 
als for excise tax cuts and new 
tax regulations regarding found­ 
ations next year. 
Further income tax cuts mqy 
come in 1966. Also, the treasury 
still is wrestling with a shortage 
of coins, and the parallel prob­ 
lem of a dwindling supply of 
silver. The dollar outflow may 
have been slowed, but it has not 
been solved. 


Burch said he would call a 
meeting of the GOP National 
Committee after the first of the 
year to discuss “all questions of 
interest to the party, including 
that of my chairmanship. 
“I seek to lead, not to dictate, 
and I will continue that leader­ 
ship as long as the Republican 
party wants me to.” 
Asked what would be the ef­ 
fect if the National Committee 
refused to give him a vote of 
confidence, 
Burch 
said 
“it 
would be rather hobbling.” 
Praise for Coldwater came, 
meanwhile, from former GOP 
Rep. John Rousselot of Califor­ 
nia, who said the Arizona sena­ 
tor “has been willing to fight for 
a strong, conservative position 
and is to be congratulated for 
articulating it so well.” Roussel­ 
ot is director of public relations 
for the John Birch Society. 
Qualified support for retaining 
Burch c a m e from Michigan 
Republican 
Chairman 
Arthur 
Elliott Jr., who said in a state­ 
ment that “I do not agree with 
those who insist upon the imme­ 
diate resignation of our national 
chairman without giving him an 
opportunity to contribute his 
plans to guide our party in the 
months ahead.” 
On Wednesday Michigan GOP 
National Committeeman John 
Martin called for Burch’s resig­ 
nation. 
Elliott said all Republicans, 
including conservatives, should 
have an equal voice in making 
future 
GOP 
plans 
and 
pro­ 
grams.

were new calls for 
Burch’s ouster.

MOSCOW (AP) — Reversing 
a Khrushchev policy, the Krem­ 
lin’s 
new 
leaders 
have 
an­ 
nounced 
plans 
to 
encourage 
private farming. The move is 
expected to increase the Soviet 
Union’s 
hard-pressed 
agricul­ 
tural output. 
Under Khrushchev, farm pol­ 
icy emphasis was on state own­ 
ership while private plots were 
reduced and limitations placed 
on private ownership of live­ 
stock. 
“In recent years unwarranted 
restrictions w e r e permitted in 
this area although the economic 
conditions were not yet ripe,” 
Leonid I. Brezhnev, first secre­ 
tary of the Soviet Communist 
party, said Friday. 
“These restrictions have now 
been eliminated,” he said. “It 
would be incorrect to neglect 
the possibilities of the private 
farming 
plots 
of 
collective 
farmers, workers and employes 
for the 
satisfaction of their 
needs.” 
Br e z h n e v, 
who replaced 
Khrushchev as head of the par­ 
ty, announced the important pol­ 
icy shift in a speech at the 
Kremlin Hall of Palaces on the 
eve of the Bolshevik Revolu­ 
tion's 47th anniversary. 
The decision was expected to 
win warm approval among the 
nation’s large peasant popula. 
tion and relieve shortages of 
potatoes, eggs, milk, meat and 
vegetables in the cities. 
Private plots in the Soviet 
Union account for only 3 per 
cent of cultivated land but sup­ 
ply about 33 per cent of the 
gross output. High productivity 
of the plots compared to the 
lower yield of the state-operated 
farms has been a source of em­ 
barrassment to Soviet leader­ 
ship, whose long-range goal is 
a collective-far rn economy. 
Khrushchev began de-empha 
sizing the private farm sector 
in 1956. By 1961, total acreage 
of private plots had dropped 
from 4 to 3.2 per cent and pri 
vately . owned livestock de 
creased from 46 to 29 per cent. 
Nearly 50 per cent of livestock 
products a r e supply ed by pri­ 
vately-owned stock.

44-Year-Old 


Trial Slated 
For Review 


AKRON, Ohio (AP) - Court 
procedure picks up Dec. 7 where 
it left off 44 years ago after the 
first degree murder conviction 
of Leroy Dunlap. 
Judge Stephen C. Colopy of 
Summit County Common Pleas 
Court set the date Friday for a 
hearing on a motion for a new 
trial. The motion originally was 
made 44 years ago, after Dun­ 
lap escaped from jail. He was 
sentenced to the electric chair 
after his escape. 
Dunlap was a r r e s t e d last 
month in a U. S. soldiers’ home 
in Washington, D. C. 
Dunlap’s files were destroyed 
at least IO years ago by order 
of the common pleas judges, so 
there is no transcript of Dun­ 
lap’s trial. Should a new trial 
be granted, Prosecutor George 
Pappas would have to rely on 
the memory of Cletus Roetzel, 
an attorney who was county 
prosecutor during the trial. He 
is believed to be the only living 
person who witnessed the orig!- 
I nal trial 


Wounds Fatal 
To Policeman 


Accused Slayer 
Held in Columbus 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (A P)-Po- 
lice Lt. Allen Fraley, victim & 
a gunman’s ambush, died Fri­ 
day night a few hours atter his 
accused assailant was captured 
in front of a north side resi­ 
dence following one of the most 
extensive manhunts in Colum­ 
bus history. 
The 42-year-old police offi 
cer, one of the best liked men 
on the force, died of a bullet 
wound in the abdomen despite 
extraordinary efforts to save his 
life. 
Fraley, shot down Thursday 
while investigating an attempt 
ed rape case, had undergone 14 
hours of surgery and transfu­ 
sion of some 140 pints of blood 
before he finally succumbed. 
Earlier, two detectives arrest 
ed 30-year-old 
Eugene 
Wylie 
Duling as he was sitting on the 
steps of a residence about two 
blocks from where the shooting 
occurred. 
The detectives said Duling 
had a .22-caliber revolver but 
did not attempt to use it. They 
said he had a homemade splint 
on a broken left leg, which po­ 
lice believe he suffered when he 
leaped from a second story win 
dow to escape f r o m allegedly 
shooting Fraley. 
Fraley was shot with a .32-cal 
iber pistol, which police say has 
not been found. 
Authorities 
said 
since 
the 
shooting Duling had been hid­ 
ing in the basement of the house 
where he was arrested. They 
did not disclose what made him 
leave his hiding place. He was 
arrested on a warrant charging 
him with shooting with intent 
to kill. After Fraley died, po­ 
lice said Duling would be inter­ 
rogated 
further 
before 
the 
charge was changed. 
In responding to a call to in­ 
vestigate the attempted rape, 
Fraley knocked on a rooming 
house door. A woman opened it, 
stepped aside, and police said 
Duling, who was sitting on a 
couch, shot Fraley and then es­ 
caped through the window. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre. 
tary of State Dean Rusk today 
begins discussions with Euro­ 
pean foreign policy chiefs to 
find out if there still is a chance 
of salvaging the late president 
John F. Kennedy’s grand design 
of a trans-Atlantic partnership. 
Rusk is scheduled to meet 
with Joseph M. A. H. Luns, the 
foreign minister of the Nether­ 
lands. Monday, he will confer 
with

Paul- 
Henri Spa ak of Belgium and 
Nov. 22 with Gerhard Schroe- 
der, the foreign minister of 
West Germany. 
Other meetings will be held 
early in December when a num­ 
ber of European foreign minis­ 
ters ane expected in the United 
States for the convening of the 
U.N. General Assembly. 
In January, according to re­ 
ports 
from 
London, 
British 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson is 
expected to come to Washington 
for talks with President Johnson 
on allied nuclear policy. 
Nuclear 
weapons 
manage 
ment and control is at the heart 
of the crisis facing the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 
The diplomatic traffic will not 
be one-way entirely. 
George W. Ball, Rusk’s depu­ 
ty at the State Department, will 
meet with Schroeder in Berlin 
Thursday 
and 
with 
German 
Chancellor Ludwig Erhard in 
Bonn Nov. 16. 
The primary object af all 
these sessions is to find a way to 
shore up the Atlantic communi­ 
ty, now showing signs of disin­ 
tegration. 
A 
sudden 
and 
vehement 
French offensive is the major 
though not the only reason for 
this feverish diplomatic activi­ 
ty, according to U.S. officials. 
Charles de Gaulle, the French 
president, suspects the United 
States is trying to woo West 
Germany from partnership with 
France and he is stepping up 
pressure for reshaping NATO. 
Recently he sent two of his 
top 
aides, 
Premier 
Georges 
Pompidou and Foreign Minister 
Maurice Couve de Murville, into 
the frontline. They blasted the 
U.S.-proposed Multilateral Nu.

and hinted that 
France might turn its back on

U.S. officials said the United

that the double-barreled attack 
in Paris represents an unexpect­ 
ed and unexplained change in 
the French position.

ested in participating in the

tions were expected from De 
Gaulle to creation of the fleet 
and to participation by other al­ 
lies. 
Pompidou Thursday charged 
that the fleet is in fact a cam­ 
ouflage for a German-American 
alliance and predicted that the 
fleet will become a “destructive 
agent” for Europe. 
U.S. officials said they were 
mystified by the French attitude

change. But they said there is 
no immediate danger of France 
leaving NATO.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
Ohio Education Association says 
an unofficial survey of election 
results shows school districts in 
Ohio met strong opposition in a 
bid to win voters approval of 
additional tax levies. 
Hie OEA said Friday its sur­ 
vey indicates that of the 211 is­ 
sues on the ballot in Ohio’s city, 
exempted v i l l a g e and local 
school districts, only 142, or 67.2 
per cent, won voter approval. 
All 211 issues called for increas­ 
ed taxes. 
The renewal of existing mill­ 
age won strong support with 
99.4 per cent of the 199 issues 
approved. 
Of all tax levies submitted in 
the state, including renewals, 
additional millage and combin­ 
ations of the two, Ohioans ap­ 
proved 84.7 per cent, a slight 
drop from the 88.4 per cent ap­ 
proval given school levies at the 
Nov. 7, 1963 general election. 


WASHINGTON (AP)—There’s 
a real Chinese puzzle connected 
with Red China’s recent nu­ 
clear weapons test: Who were 
the scientists who mastermind­ 
ed the venture? 
The Red Chinese have given 
no clues, nor have the U.S. 
State Department or the Atom­ 
ic Energy Commission. 
But there has been consid­ 
erable speculation in newspaper 
stories in the United States, 
Britain and France — with most 
of the theorizing centering un 
two men. 
These two scientists — whose 
backgrounds make it very likely 
they were in on the project — 
are: 
1. 
Ch’ien 
San-chiang, 
who 
heads the institute of nuclear 
physics 
at Peking and 
who 
worked in France during World 
War II on various research 
studies, including nuclear fis­ 
sion. 
2. Hsue-shen Tsien, 55, who 
spent 20 years in the United 
States before being deported to 
Red China on allegations he had 
been a member of the Commu­ 
nist party before entering t h i s 
country. 
The trouble is, there have 
been so many variations in the 
published spelling of the names 
of this pair that a quick reading 
of the published reports might 
make it appear that a whole 
flock of Chinese scientists had 
been pinned down as members 
of the A-bomb cast. 
The spellings given here are 
from the official catalogues of 
the U.S. Library of Congress — 
although Library experts make 
no claims that they know these 
men were in on the A-bomb 
venture. 
Language 
experts 
say 
the 
confusion stems largely from 
the fact that in different coun­ 
tries 
the 
transliteration 
of 
names from one language to 
another often results in differ­ 
ent forms. Phonetics sometimes 
enters the picture, too; for ex­ 
ample 
‘Tsien” 
and 
“Chien” 
stand for the same name in 
different versions. 
Spelling aside, it seems dear 


that if Hsue-shen Tsien was one 
of the Red China atom scien­ 
tists, his American education 
must have come in handy, par­ 
ticularly if the Red Chinese 
start attaching nuclear weapons 
to rockets. 
He came to the United States 
in 1934. He got a master’s de­ 
gree in aeronautical engineering 
at Massachusetts 
Institute of 
Technology, and at California 
Institute of Technology he got 
his doctorate in 1939 and later 
took part in government-spon­ 
sored rocket research. He be­ 
came an associate professor at 
Cal Tech, and was chief re­ 
search analyst at the famed Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory there.

During the hearing, the report 
said, a police sergeant had an 
argument with one of the audi­ 
tor’s men. Both drew their guns 
and killed each other. A volley 
of 
bullets followed

The mayor 
ran out of the courtroom but 
was shot down.

Neither GOP State Chair­ 
man Ray C. Bliss nor Republi­ 
can Gov. James A. Rhodes are 
saying anything.

The governor and state chair­ 
man have been mentioned as 
possible leaders who might be 
called on to help unify the 
party. 


Election Losses 
Could Curb Rhodes 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Election losses put heavy pres­ 
sure on Republicans to deal 
with legislative reapportionment 
as well as congressional redis­ 
tricting in the special session 
convening Monday. 
Leaders expected Gov. James 
A. Rhodes to add reapportion­ 
ment to a growing list of sub­ 
jects being readied for inclusion 
in an expanded call for legis­ 
lative action while the GOP still 
holds solid majorities in both 
bouses. 
Announcement of Rhodes’ de­ 
cision could come next Tuesday 
at his first general Statehouse 
news conference in almost a 
year. The governor has said he 
will wait until the session opens 
making known his plans. 
Only subjects specified by the 
governor can be dealt with in 
the extraordinary session of the 
1963-64 General Assembly that 
goes out of existence at mid­ 
night Dec. 31. 
Some 
lawmakers 
speculate 
that the special session could go 
down to the wire because of 
added business. They cannot re­ 
sort to the practice of “covering 
the clock” to gain more time at 
yearend. 
Republicans 
will outnumber 
Democrats 86-42 in the House 
and 20-13 in the Senate for the 
special session. The House di­ 
vision in the present 105th Leg­ 
islature was 88-49 at the start 
but resignations and deaths cut 
the toals. The Senate division 
will be the same with Mike 
Maloney of Cincinnati filling the 
vacancy created by the death of 
Sen. Gordon Renner, R-Hamil- 
ton. 
Party losses in the Democratic 
landslide of last Tuesday’s elec­ 
tion reduced the GOP advan­ 
tage in the 106th General As­ 
sembly covening next Jan. 4 to 
75-62 in the House and an even

Pests Can Be Controlled 
In Places Where They Exist 


By GEORGE HAMRICK 
County Extension Agent, - 
Agriculture 
Most immigrants to America 
have contributed greatly to our 
n a t i o n a l heritage. However, 
there are five that we wish had 
stayed in the “old country”. 
They are the Norway rat, 
the House moose, the Euro­ 
pean starling, 
the 
English 
sparrow and the Asiatic pig­ 
eon. T h e s e pests have push­ 
ed their way into almost ev­ 
ery nook and cranny of our 
fair country spreading disease 
and filth, causing millions of 
dollars of loss annually, and 
generally making a nuisance 
of themselves. 
Now that they are well estab­ 
lished as parasites on our econ­ 
omy, it is almost futile to talk of 
eliminating 
or 
exterminating 
them on a nationwide basis. On 
the o t h e r hand most of them 
can be eliminated or controlled 
in almost every place they oc­ 
cur. 
Take the rat and mouse prob­ 
lem for instance. Grandma used 
to f i g h t them with traps, cats 
and clubs. For the most part, 
rats and mice thrive on his kind 
of treatment and as a result 
mom and pop had more of them 
to d e a I with. T h e y still used 
traps, cats and clubs, but added 
pesticides, such as arsenic triox­ 
ide, strychnine, and antu. In ad­ 
dition to new type of passive 


warfare was developed: 
t h e 
health ordinance, the garbage 
can and trash cleanup. 
* * * 
FURTHER h e a d w a y was 
made against rats and mice in 
the 30’s and 40’s with the devel­ 
opment and improved use of new 
and deadly toxicants such as 
compound 1080 (sodium flouro- 
acetate), thallium sulfate a n d 
zinc phosphide. 
One effective fairly safe rat- 
killer was also brought into play, 
Red Squill. This is an emetic de­ 
veloped from illy roots found in 
North A f r i c a . But World War 
II and Arab nationalism make it 
difficult to get good grades of 
this material. So, about 
1950, 
rats, mice and humans in Am­ 
erica had just about reached a 
stalemate. 
Then t h e s e two European 
gangsters held a planning meet­ 
ing and began branching out in 
new and vicious activities. They 
began entering new homes and 
new a r e a s with new methods 
and new diseases. Older meth­ 
ods began to lose their effectiv- 
ness. 
S e i z I n g the initiative, the 
U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
laboratory at Denver and var­ 
ious chemical companies and 
other organizations developed 
a group of poisons th^t were 
fairly safe to use and were 
hard for rats and mice to de­ 
tect. These were the anticoag- 
ulents. 


Farm Science Review Given 
High Rating by Visitors 


The 1964 Ohio State Farm Sci­ 
ence Review won a blue ribbon 
rating from 675 visitors who re­ 
turned opinionnaries on the big 
farm show. 
The opinionnaires, passed out 
at information booths, shuttle 
bus stops, and food stands dur­ 
ing the day even a month ago 
asked for candid answers to such 
questions as: “What is your gen­ 
eral impression of the Review?” 
“How would you rate services?” 
“What features of the Review 
did you like best?” Visitors re­ 
turned the forms unsigned. 
Fifty - eight per cent of those 
persons returning the opinion- 
narires rated the Revew as ex­ 
cellent. Thirty • eight per cent 
said it was good. Only 23 persons 
of the 675 gave the Revew a 
fair rating, and only one said it 
was poor.

More food and beverage ac­ 
commodations 
a n d improved 
shuttle bus service were among 
the most common suggestions 
for improving services. Respon- 
d e n t s registered m o s t com­ 
plaints against the shuttle b u s 
service. More than half of them 
indicated the service was inade­ 
quate. 
Most popular feature of t h e 
Review, according to the survey 
was the f i e l d demonstrations, 
followed by the commercial ex­ 
hibits and the test plots. Featur­ 
es most frequently mentioned as 
possible additions to next year’s 
Review were more exhibits of in­ 
terest to w o rn e n, more buses, 
and more livestock displays.

Great progress has been made 
using warfarin, fumarin, 
pival 
and the newer diphacin in cereal 
b a i t s for rat and mouse con­ 
trol. Most people get the idea, 
however, that you simply put the 
ready - mixed bait out 
where 
children, pets and pigs can’t get 
to it and where rats and mice 
can, keep the varmints well fed 
for t h r e e to four weeks and sit 
back and relax. But that hasn’t 
eliminated the rat at all, a n d 
mice seem to be more numerous 
than ever. 
What seems to be wrong then? 
In eagerness to use the most 
modern methods, we have failed 
to follow through with the neces­ 
sary old ones: the trash clean­ 
up, the g a r b a g e can, t h e 
trap. Rats and mice are smart 
and to get rid of them, you have 
to be s m a r t e r . Sometimes 
one or m o r e methods won’t 
work and you have to try others. 
* * * 


BUILDING them out is one 
way to prevent loss to stored 
grains and food, but occasional­ 
ly they get in before you know 
it. New developments such as 
tracking powders and repellents 
are now being tested and m a y 
help with this phase of control. 
The only way to s u r e l y de­ 
feat rats and mice on your farm 
or in your home is FBI (f i g ht 
back i n s t a n t l y ) with all the 
means at your disposal. Actual­ 
ly an o u n ce of sanitation is 
worth IO pounds of rat bait. 
You ask, “We’ve had rats and 
mice for a long time. Why wor­ 
ry about it? It’s just a part of 
normal farm I i v i n g to have a 
few around.” Please check the 
following information. 
One rat will take about $10 
worth of feed per year. No? Well 
he has to eat to live and he likes 
the same foods you and y o u r 
animals do. Sometime measure 
the grain into that rat - infest­ 
ed crib and then measure it 
muy too as you use it. Bet you 
buy rat poison, hardware cloth 
and nails next year. 
Ever notice the holes in the 
crib bases, under foundations 
and in the chicken or hog hous­ 
es, frayed electric wires, and 
rat and mouse dirt? One rat 
can cost yon $10 a ye 
in this 
kind of activity also. Of course- 
it is a long term loss and eas­ 
ier to take than some. 
Have you lost any stock f r o m 
lepto, TB, “crooked snout”, sal­ 
monella 
infections, 
crisipelas, 
trichinosis, swine flu, “ baby pig 
disease”, internal parasites, or 
hog cholera? Well, rats, mice 
and other common farm pests 
harbor these diseases. 
How about Newcastle disease, 
infectious bronchitis, and other 
p o u l t r y diseases? Same old | 
pests. Sometimes rats even kill 
young poultry like a weasel. 
Did you ever k n o w of folks 
who 
had 
infectious 
jaundice, 
trichinosis, parrot fever, rabbit 
fever, scrub typhus or the like? 
All carried by rats and mice. 
Of c o u r s e you haven’t h a d 
plague or anything like that, but 
rats carry them, too.

Even a modern and efficient 
woman may prefer to do some 
of her housework 
“by 
hand” 
rather than 
by 
push 
button. 
Among these are many home­ 
makers who still have wringer- 
type washing machines — and 
replace them with the same type 
when necessary. 
Although automatic washers 
perform with almost miraculous 
independence, the experienced 
rome laundress knows that hu­ 
man thought and judgement are 
still important factors in getting 
a wash really clean. The so-ci.ll- 
ed “conventional” or wringer- 
washer can give her a sense of 
participation without excessive 
drain on her time and energy. 
There may be several other 
reasons for selecting — or stay­ 
ing with — the wringer-t y p e 
washer. Where supplies of hot 
water are limited or erratic, 
where the cost of heating water 
is a consideration, and where 
the sewerage is provided by a 
septic tank with limited capa­ 
city, the conventional washer 
may be a wiser choice than an 
automatic. It permits washing 
in a second load in the same 
hot water, after adding more 
soap or detergent for full cleans­ 
ing power. 
Rinse waters in the stationary 
tubs can also be re-used, and 
all this adds up to consider­ 
able economy — particularly in 
households where the machine 
is used almost daily to keep up 
with the clean clothing needs of 
a larger family. 
Wringer-washers usually cost 
less than automatics. They also 
give the homemaker full control 
of the number of rinses her 
clothes get. It is just as impor­ 
tant to yet soap or deteregnt out 
as to put it in, and many met- 
ulous women feel that the us­ 
ual two or three rinse automatic 
cycle is not sufficient. 
Regardless 
of 
the type 
of 
washer, a 
certain amount of 


judgement, stand-by time, and 
hand work are still required in 
modern launderng. Fabric soft­ 
eners may need 
to be 
added 
“by hand” as the final rinse 
cycle begins in the lower price 
automatics. Starching is also oft­ 
en a hand operation, and requir­ 
es the homemaker’s presence. 
On the other side of the coin, 
the 
wringer-washer may not 
“take” over-sized articles that 
need washing — such as blan­ 
kets, bedspreads, scatter rugs, 
and bath mats. It may be diffi­ 
cult to feed these through even 
a loosely-set wringer — and aft­ 
er wringing, such pieces a r e 
still heavy with unextracted wa 
ter. Some homemakers avmd 
this 
situation 
by patronizing 
coin • operated laundering cen 
ters for large pieces — keeping 
the cost down by taking soap or 
detergent and other laundry sup 
plies from home. 
A woman may even have an­ 
other canny bit of economy in 
mind when she uses coin-ma- 
chines for heavy items. Rented 
machines save “wear and tear 
on her home equipment. 
True, 
many 
cata-m achilles 
give the laundress l 
choice of 
water temperature or number 
of rinses. But the availability 
of a series of washers — plus 
dryers which saves linepinning 
— often outweighs the restric­ 
tions of fixed wash and rinse 
cycles. Then here is the factor 
of sociability in a public laun­ 
dry facility. 
Neighbors may agree 
on a 
mutually convenient day, form 
a car pool, and do their m ar­ 
keting or needlework while the 
machines go through their pac­ 
es. The interval can be a plea­ 
sant respite which some opera­ 
tors make agreeable by provid­ 
ing soft-drink vending machines, 
play areas for children, and oth­ 
er services which make a visit 
to the coin-machines a relaxing 
outing.

AN ORDINANCE 
AMENDING 
ORDINANCE NO. 3720 OF THE 
CITY OF C I R C L E V I L L E ,

Words used in the present tense in­ 
clude the future; words in the sin­ 
gular n u m b e r include the plural 
number and w o r d s in the plural 
number include t h e singular num­ 
ber; the word "building’' includes

ing "designed for"; and the w o r d 
"shall" is m andatory and not direc­ 
tory. 
Accessory building. A subordinate 
building or portion of main building, 
the use of w h i c h is incidental to 
that of the main building. 
Alley. A public thoroughfare n o t 
over twenty (20) feet wide. 
Apartment. A room or suite of 
rooms used as a single family dwel­ 
ling including bath and culinary ac­ 
commodations, located in a building 
in w h i c h are two or more s u c h 
rooms or suites. 
A partm ent Hotel. An apartment 
building under resident supervision 
W h i c h maintains an inner lobby 
through which 
all 
tenants 
must 
pass to gain a c c e s s to the apart­ 
m ents and which may furnish f o r 
the exclusive use of its tenants by 
previous arrangem ent 
and not 
to 
•ny one who may apply services or­ 
dinarily furnished by such hotels. 
Apartm ent House. A building or 
portion thereof used or intended to 
be used as a residence for two or

apartm ents. 
Basement. A story partly under­ 
ground, which shall not be included 
as a story for purposes of height 
m easurem ent unless used for dwell­ 
ing purposes by other than the Jani­ 
tor or his family. 
Boarding House. A building other 
than a

and 
meals for five or more persons but 
not exceeding twenty persons are 
provided for compensation pursuant 
to previous arrangement and no t 
to any one who may apply. 
Block. That property abutting on 
one side of a s t r e e t between t h e 
two nearest intersecting streets or 
other natural barriers.

The perpendic­ 
ular distance at the center of a build­ 
ing’s principal front measured from 
the established grade to the h i g h 
point of the roof for a flat roof; to 
the deck line of mansard roof; and 
to the mean height level (between 
caves and ridge) for gable, hip or 
gam brel roofs.

What’s ahead for the farmer, 
the businessman, the consumer? 
A team of Ohio State University 
E x t e n s i o n specialists p r o ­ 
vides some answers in a 1965 
Outlook Guide. 
The guide, a handbook of ec 
onomic 
information, 
contains 
discussions and forecasts in the 
areas of general business, gen 
eral agriculture, family living, 
feed g r a i n s and forage, live­ 
stock and cash crops. The spe 
cialists comment on such specif­ 
ic topics as employment, govern 
ment spending, industrial pro­ 
garbage, dead animals, offal or re f-1 duction, farm prices, marketing 
costs, land values, population 
trends, foreign trade, consumer 
prices and education. 
Concerning education, th e 
specialists note that costs are 
higher than a year ago a n d 
promise to rise still further. 
Loans to finance education are 
becoming more common, with 
the n n m b e r of lands to stu­ 
dents a b o u t ten times as 
great as ten years ago. Sourc­ 
es of loans include federal and 
s t a t e governments, 
banks 
and other financial institutions. 
“The cost of educational cred­ 
it can vary as widely as that for 
any other purpose. Careful shop 
ping for the loans can make the 
education a good investment in­ 
stead of a possible financia 
burden,” say the specialists.

Inflation Real Menace 


While many persons in Washington 
— between election campaigns at least 
— talk earnestly about the possibilities 
of a new inflation spiral, and the dang­ 
ers such a cycle would create for an 
already unstable dollar, concern usual­ 
ly stops short of recommending a cure. 
Aside from the fact it is human na­ 
ture to sound the alarm when something 
ii. amiss but also to s q u i r m when 
the time comes to take the medicine, 
another factor works to produce apathy 
anytime fighting inflation is mentioned. 
Inflation in moderate, but continuous, 
doses has been around for years. To 
those who are interested enough to keep 
tabs on the government's monthly cost 
of living figures, the upward trend over 
the 
years 
has been 
apparent. This 
month the cost of living may be up .2 
of one per cent, next month .5, but by 
the end of the year the dollar will have 
suffered further erosion in its purchas­ 
ing power amounting to about three per 
cent. 
This inflationary trend has lasted so 
long, many economists accept it as a 
normal economic particle. Gauging in­ 
flation. then, has become a matter of 
degree. At what point the erosion of the 
dollar crosses over from “normalcy” to 
dangerous 
proportions 
is 
anyone's 
guess, and that is the reason inflation 


remedies are hard to come by. 
Nothing is accomplished by establish­ 
ing formal limits of inflation, as was 
attempted under presidential guidelines 
s u p p o s e d l y designed to show la­ 
bor and management the proper limits 
of wage and price increases. The auto 
industry settlement with the United 
Auto Workers provided for wage in­ 
creases and additional fringe benefits 
greatly exceeding the guidelines, yet 
the President congratulated both sides 
on the new contracts. 
That a new round of inflation could 
be started by the auto contracts is eas­ 
ily recognized. Should David McD o n- 
ald of the steelworkers decide his union 
should have similar increases — and 
the price of steel rise accordingly — 
the rush to keep up with the trend would 
be underway in earnest. 
It would be difficult to blame the 
steelworkers if they 
aimed for the 
same plateaus captured by the s t e e l * 
workers. In the popular view of some 
economists that a little bit of evil is 
good for the economy, but too much can 
be bad, only an arbitrary line can be 
drawn to separate good evil from the 
bad. 
There are no guidelines — moral, eco­ 
nomic or legal — to use under such a 
definition.

OOO new teachers, and as a “can 
do” man the President will cer­ 
tainly try to put the federal gov­ 
ernment into the movement to 
get them. 
From even the most moder­ 
ate conservative standpoint, the 
great danger in federal aid to 
education is that it will be used 
to share up and extend the most 
dubious elements in our educa­ 
tional system. Several years ago 
this columnist made a long sur­ 
vey of the schools. It was plain 
then, and it is even more obvi­ 
ous now, that if it had not been 
for grassroots rebellions going 
counter to dominant national 
trends we w o u l d never have 
e m e r g e d from some of t h e 
worst phases of so-called “pro- 
gressivism” in education. Feder­ 
al s u p p\> r t of the system we 
had ten years ago might have 
ruined us forever. 
In his concern for the schools 
President Johnson 
has 
taken 
the quantitative view. But the 
changes that we still need in the 
schools are qualitative, and they 
do not depend on an outpouring 
of funds from the federal cor­ 
nucopia. Before he urges a n y 
program on Congress for in­ 
creasing the number of teach­ 
ers, for example, the President 
certainly owes it to himself to 
meditate on a survey that his 
own federal 
government has 
sponsored and financed. This 
survey, called 
Project Talent, 
was made by the University of 
Pittsburgh for the U.S. Office of 
Education. The President might 
be appalled at the idea of spend­ 
ing m o n e y to bolster certain 
things that hang on in education 
from the Nineteen Thirties and 
Forties. 
According 
to 
M o r t i m e r 
Smith’s Council for Basic Educa­ 
tion, w h i c h has analyzed some 
of the findings 
of the Project 
Talent survey, our present me­ 
thods favor the recruitment of 
new teachers from among t h e 
worst students we have. Query-

ing high school graduates w h o 
had gone on to major in Educa­ 
tion in college, the Project Tal­ 
ent surveyors found that careers 
in public school teaching are 
m o r e generally 
favored by 
young people in “the bottom 
quarter of aptitude distribution” 
than by those in the top quarter. 
They are the only ones who can 
stand the stupefying courses of 
instruction in our Teachers’ col­ 
leges. In noting this “strong in­ 
verse relation between aptitude 
and choosing an Education pro­ 
gram,” the Council for Basic 
Education says “we are convinc­ 
ed that if the results of Project 
Talent were widely and properly 
disseminated, they would shock 
the nation.” 
Project Talent derived much 
of its information by giving tests 
a n d 
questionnaires 
to 
440,- 
000 high school students in some 
1,350 schools throughout the na­ 
tion. In English, 56 per cent of 
the high s c h o o l seniors saw 
nothing wrong with “neither af 
them are” ; 26 per cent said 
like he should” ; 17 per cent 
saw no need to capitalize “ Bri­ 
tish” and only half of the seniors 
could spell “breaethe” correct­ 
ly. 
In other subjects the seniors 
did just as badly. Twenty - tam­ 
per cent c o u l d not select the 
first words to our national an­ 
them from a multiple -choice of­ 
fering of five possibilities. Put 
ting the year 1002. A. D. in its 
correct century was beyond the 
reasoning power of 86 per cent 
of the students, and 83 per cent 
had no idea of what “double jeo­ 
pardy” meant. Forty-eight per 
cent of the boys and 41 per cent 
af the girls took no foreign lan­ 
guage in high school. 
If this is the sort of education 
that President Johnson propos­ 
es to help finance from Washing­ 
ton, the country will hardly gain 
from it. Better let careful par­ 
ents keep their tax money at 
home to promote more educa­ 
tional grassroots rebellions in 
their own bailiwicks.

Host Cuban 
Refugees Pine 
For Homeland 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — “Vol- 
veremos” is the militant slogan 
of thousands of refugees who 
pine for Cuba without Fidel 
Castro. 
The 
Spanish 
wrord 
means 
simply “We will return.” Exiles 
shout “Volveremos!” at anti 
Castro rallies. They paste it on 
windows of their American cars 
and apartments. 
“We will go back when Castro 
falls,” 70.000 exiles tell each 
other as they get jobs, start 
businesses, learn English, wed 
and buy homes in their land of 
refuge. 
But Castro already has weath­ 
ered nearly six turbulent years 
in power. 
The Cuban Economists Asso­ 
ciation in Exile feels that the 
return of the majority of the 
refugees will be delayed, at 
best. 
The association recently inter­ 
viewed 
exiles 
in 
the United 
States, 
host 
to 
most; 
Latin 
America and Spain. 
Dr. Jose Alvarez Diaz, asso­ 
ciation 
president 
and 
former 
Cuban 
treasury 
minister, 
re 
ported these conclusions: 
“About 90 per cent want to 
return to their homeland. 
But from 
the survey 
“We 
reach the conclusion that only 
30 per cent of them would go 
immediately 
upon 
Castro’s 
overthrow 
regardless 
of 
the 
situation inside Cuba. Forty per 
cent would return when there 
was evidence of political stabili­ 
ty 
and 
economic 
prospects. 
Another 20 per cent w o u l d go 
back only when they could ob­ 
tain in Cuba an income similar 
to what they are getting now. 
“ Ten per cent, with residence 
now in this and other countries, 
would not return.” 
Exiled Cuban Supreme Court 
Justice 
Francisco 
Alabau 
Trelles said he believed that 
neither marriage, jobs, property 
ownership nor other stateside 
developments would deter more 
than IO per cent of the refugees 
from going back to Cuba if they 
could. And he said the remain­ 
ing tenth probably would drift 
back gradually. 
Like many of their compa­ 
triots, Alvarez Diaz and.Alabaj 
Trelles reject the idea that Cas­ 
tro can last. Both agreed how­ 
ever, that even if Fidel w e r e 
whisked from the scene tomor­ 
row, 
returning 
exiles 
would 
have to cope with economic and 
political c h aos in rebuilding 
their country. 
What do rank-and-file refu­ 
gees see ahead for themselves 
in relation to Cuba? 
Three who were queried have 
been through the exile mill be­ 
fore. Andres Ramon Fernandez 
Diaz, 49, a diesel mechanic; 
Mario Massip, 45, a labor union 
official; and Manuel Gonzales 
Ramos, 24, a bus driver,
